SYLVESTER'S VIEWS. 


Maj. Richard Sylvester, Superin-

“It is well known that when Col. 
Roosevelt was in the White House he 
was very careless of prote ion from 
cranks and the police received lit- 
tle co-operation from him in their 
work. Mrs. Roosevelt was exceedingly 
careful and she saw to it that every 
precaution was taken tg protect her 
husband from violenge. Secretary 
Loeb also was always on the alert and 
he, too, made every arrangement to 
protect the President. Col. Roosevelt 
Was such an active, energetic man 
that it was rather difficult to throw 
about him the measure of protection 
that was warranted, but we managed 
to keep up with him. I do not think 
Mr. Roosevelt as President attracted 
the attention of more cranks than 
other Presidents, although he was 
very emphatic and was frequently the 
center of great excitement. We took 
the same measure with him that we 
aid with McKinley and Cleveland and 
other Presidents 

“Cleveland was always the source 
of great worry for me because of the 
strenuous times Quring his adminis- 
tration and the intense feeling that 
Wag engendered.” 

Maj. Sylvester said there was a 
very marked increase in the number 
of guards in and around the White 
House during the seven and a half 
years Col. Roosevelt served as Presi- 
dent. Not until his term was the em- 
ployment of secret service men, for 
that purpose given the sanction of 
law, and the present number was 
augmented by details from the police 
force of the District of Columbia. The 
White House ushers and the secret 
service men were assisted in guarding 
the mansion and the adjoining execu- .

were detailed regularly for this duty.

Says Barren Lands May Be 
Made Productive. 


Crops Trebled Under New 
Plan of Tilling. 


Will Tell Pacific Coast 
Farmers How. 


One hears Hardy W. Campbell of 


known to the layman as dry farm- 
ing, and immédiately ceases to won- 
der at the amazing growth of the 
“back to the™soil” movement. This 
man, to whomris due the credit of 
being the originator of the so-called 
dry farming, says that with the cli- 
matic conditions of California, thous- 


land may be made productive and 
with the proper care will afford more 
then a good living to home hungry 
colenists from other States. 

At the Van Nuys, last night, the 
man whose discoveries along agricul- 
tural lines is ‘gradually revolutioniz- 
ing the farming industry of the world, 
told of accidental discoveries which 
led to deeper study aud of the marve- 
lous results obtained not only in this 
country where put into practice, but 
also in Germany, Spain, Hungary, 
Russia ang other foreign countries 
where experiments have been carried 
on for the past four or five years. 
Under the auspices of various civic 
Organizations of this and other cities 
of the Pacific Coast, this pioneer {n 
an old industry probably will deliver 
@ series of lectures lasting through 
January, In all the 


INTERESTING GROWTH. 
The story of the growth of the 
scientific principles and of; the in- 
knowledge of how to apply 
these principles so as to produce 
tangible and sure results is an inter- 
esting one. The trend of thought 
started im 1883, occasioned by the al- 
most total failure of crops that year, 
did not find its fullest realization unti! 
1894, when marked results were ob- 
tained in South Dakota. From the. 
small beginning in one State accord- 
ing to its originator, the movement 
has spread until successful experi- 
ments have been tried eveh iu interior 
India. 
“There is just one truth eoncern- 


fa, that it absolwtely eliminates any 
possibility of crop failures. Needless 
to euy- the. success of the world de- 
pends on the success of the agricui- 
tural preduction and certainly any-. 
thing that augments this production 
and guarantees against failure of 
crops, is a matter oof moment to all.” 
Requested to explain just what is 
meant by so called dry farming, thef 
paradoxical reply was that dry farm- 
ing is not dry farming at all. The 
name apparently has fasten 1 itself 
upon the system because of ite pro- 
nounced success in semi-arid country. 
“The growth of all plants,” Camp- 
bell explained, “depends upon the 
physical condition of the ground; that 
le, the condition whereby the proper 
per cent. of air and water may be 
combined through the influence of 
heat and light. This condition of the 
soll, which is a prerequisite of good 
crops, is obtained through what we 
call summer tilling. This applies to 
irrigated as well as other land, in fact 
a large per cent. of irrigated land if 
given the proper kind of culture at 
the proper time will produce better 
resuite with the use of one-fourth to 
one-third the water now used.” 


OBJECTION FALIA. 


Tt was explained that some criticism 
has been offered againat the plan be- 
cause of the objection that one-half 
of a man’s land must lie idle or at 
least non-productive. This objection 
is based on the fact that under the 
scientific soil culture system crops are 
grown upon given land every other 
season, the farmer preparing part of 
his land while planting the other 
part. This objection, according to 
Campbell, ts not well founded when 


jeld.on the acreage pianted is twice 
nd sometimes three times as great 
as under the old way of farming, and 
in a@dition the farmer is assured of 
a crop, with no fear of failure. Get- 
tine right down to brass tacks Camp- 
bell told how thé ground is gotten 
into what he considers ideal condition 
for planting. 

“The thing most necessary.” he 
said. “is to so till the soil that it will 
retain the moisture. In ordinary 
plowing the lower surface ts left in 
such a condition that the water 
reaches the surface or the roots of 
the plant only in certain places. The 
moisture comes up by what is known 
as capillary attraction and only where 
the soll is fine and firm. Where it 
is left loose and with clods, the 
‘moisture does no good. Now to get 
away from this condition we use a 
machine to pack the lower soil. The 
top layer or strata we keep loose so 
the air can get through, while the 
water will n come up to the sur- 
face through e loose dirt, thereby 
retaining the moisture. During the 
time the water is thus retained some 
sert of a chemical action takes place: 
what it is we have not discovered, 
but the good results are certain. Now 
during the hot summer months we 
till this ground, thus preventing the 
roll from becoming baked or hard. 
The results obtained are beyond the 
conception of those who have not wit- 
nessed them.” 


WHAT'S BEEN DONE. 

Asked for concrete examples of 
what had been accomplished through 
this method of agriculture, its ex- 
ponent was not lacking in a know!l- 
edge of instances where the truth of 
what he claims has been demen- 
strated. 

“At North Platte, Neb.. in 1906, 
1907 and 1907, the average wheat 
vield was respectively nineteen, twen- 
ty-one and twenty-three bushels, with 
an average rainfall. Experiments 
conducted during the same seasons on 
edijoining farms gave us a yield of 
fifty-six, sixty-two and sixty-seven 
bushels. resrectively.

A wealthy husband, raised in the 
Quaker faith and imbued by all the 
stern tradition of the church, with 
abhorrence efor dancing and kindred 

es, a wife sixteen years her hus- 
band’s junior and enamored of world- 
ly pleasures, were the principals in 4 
marital tragedy unfolded yesterday in 
Judge Monroe's court. 

Daniel C. Johnson of Pasadena, 53 
and retired, told ‘the court in low 
tones that his wife, Anna L. John- 
son, 37, stayed out night after night 
until 1 and 2 o’cloek to dance. The 
wife, arrayed in a white lace dress, 
sat beside her lawyers and gazed at 
him with scorn in her eyes. 


wife’s violations of his _ religious 
principles caused him great mental 
anguish and extreme cruelty was the 
basis of his suit for divoree. Judge 
Monroe decided that, however danc- 
ing and other pleasures of the world 
might be regarded by the Quaker 
sect, even extreme addiction to the 
poetry of motion ts not legal ground 
for divorce; and granted the plaintiff's 
non-suit. Johnson's attérneys an- 
nounced that afiother suit for divorce 
on the ground of desertion would be 
filed today. 
The Johnsons were married in Hub- 


bard, Iowa, in 1898, and have two} 


children—Merrill, 12, and Grace, 5. 
“She used to come home late at 
night, judge, and I frequently remon- 
strated with her,’ said Johnson.. “She 
would say she loved dancing more 
than anything in life.” 

STRANGE CONTRACT. 
According to the allegations of the 
complaint and the testimony of the 
husband, the wife continued te go to 
dances and frequently came to Los 
Angeies.. Quarrels were frequent 
ever money matters, as well, it ap- 
pears. In April, 1911, the couple en- 
tered into a contract whereby the 
wife was to be allowed “reasonable 
moral amusements.’ Jhe husband 
agreed to dissolve his partnership 
with his brother, to allow the wife 
$100 a month for household expenses 
and money. for clothes. . They also 
agreed to “as far as possible forget 
all differences and not to allude to the 
same and to make their home pleas- 
ant and sociable for themselves and 
children.” 

Shortly after, Mrs. Johnson left 

home and went to San Diego. She 
was induced to return to Pasadena by 
Mrs. F. A. Johnson, wife of the hus- 
band’s brother, but lived apart from 
her husband. In August, 1911, an- 
other agreement was made when the 
wife threatened to come back home, 
whereby the husband agreed to give 
her a third of his property. 
The breach became irreparable 
when the wife went down to Venice 
in August, 1911. “Witnesses were put 
on the stand yesterday to testify as 
to her allewed behavior at the Ship 
Cafe, the Hotel Decatur in Ocean 
Park, the Log Cabin ir Santa Monica 
Canyon, and other places. According 
to the testimony Mrs. Johnson was 
always in the company of other 
women. 


JUDGE SCORES HER. 
Judge Monroe took a serious view 
of these escapades and severely 
criticised Mrs. Johnson for them, par- 
ticularly for drinking beer at the 
“hole in the wall.” Attorney Carter, 
for the wife, undertook to defend her 
actions, but Judge Monroe retorted: 
“Would you let vour wife do it?” 
“I am not married,” replied Car- 


r. 
“Well, if you were married, you 
wouldn't tet your wife do it,” said 


Monroe. Carter said that he wouldn't. 
Judge Monroe granted the defend- | 


ant’s motion for a non-suit with some 
reluctance, stating that the husband 
had not proved his cruelty charge 
and that the vear of desertion re- 
ouired by law had not clapsed when 
the sult was filed. Asked to adjust 
the custody of the little girl, the court 
said it had no jurisdiction, having 
dismissed the suit, but sugcested that 
the wife, who lives on North Ray- 
mond avenue, in Pasadena, be al- 
Jowed to take the child each Satur- 
day and Sunday, returning her to the 
hrsbend’s home in time to go to 
school on Monday morning. The boy 
is in a military school.

STATE SCHOOL SHAKE-UP 


Alleged Demoralization of Whittier Institution Fol- 
lows Appointment of Good Goverment Protege as 
Superintendent and Accusations by Employees and 
Former Employees Lead to Inquiry by ‘Trustees. 


HE chaotic conditions which ap- 
pear to have existed at the State 
school in Whittier all summer 
wubsequent to the appointment of 
Fred C. Nelles as superintendent were 
formally brought to the attention of 
the Board of Trustees yesterday with 
the result that an investigation of the 
institution has been decided upon. 

At a meeting of the board in this 
city last night letters of resignation 


read. These letters contain charges 
reflecting upon Nelles’s management. 
more specifically with reference to his 
methods of enforcing discipline. In 
addition to the allegations of these 
employees various rumors and ac- 
cugations concerning the alleged lack 
of discipline and generally unsatisfac- 
tory condition of affairs at the school 
have been brought to the attention 
ef the board. 

The trustees decided last night that 
the conditions demand recognition 
from them and an investigation is to 
be begun at once. They say they are 
taking the action witheut bias or 
prejudice, but that they desire to as- 
certain fully just how the school is 
managed. 


Assertions of incompetent and im- 
practical methods In vogue at the 
achool are persistent and widespread 
in Whittier and elsewhere. A score 
er more of employees and officers, 
some of whom have served the tnsti- 
tution faithfully for ten years or 
more, have elther been discharged 


of them assert that they left because 
they were not permitted to enforce 
obedience or diacipline because of 
Nelles’s “visionary and impractical” 
theories. 
Escapes have been frequent, as 
many as six boys having succeeded in 
getting away in one day. Seme of 
the boys have been recaptured but 
others are still at large. 
BOYS RUNNING WILD. 

Residents of Whittier, who have no 
other interest in the matter than 
self-protection, are considerably 
worked up over the situation. It is 
frankly charged by some of them 
that the boys are given unwarrantable 
and dangerous freedom in and apout 
the city.

At that time he reé- 
peatedly declared to the trustees and 
others to whom he talked on the sube- _ 
ject that he was greatly interested in 
and coneerned for the welfare of the 
beys and that he considered that he 
was entering upon a sacred duty in 
accepting the position. The salary is 
$3000 a year and free board and lodg- | 
ing for himself and family, but he 
emphatically stated that re- 
muneration was a minor and trifling 
consideration.

HIS ENTRY INVALID. 


Decision of General Land Office 
Rules Out Many Contested Palo 
Verde Valley Hokdings. | 
The affirmation of a decision of the 
local land office by the general land 
office in Washington is important as 
indicating the views of the govern- 
ment in regard to the claims of the 
homestead entrymen in the Palo 
Verde Valley, near the Colorado Riv- 
er, who allege a preference right by 
reason of settlement prior to the with- 
drawal of the land to public entry. 
The cage is that of Seth Hickey 
against Theodore Bowen, 
disposition of 160 acres. Bowen had 
made the entry which Hickey con- 
tested on the ground of abandonment. 
Registrar Buren and Receiver Rob- 
inson sustained the contest and can- 
celed the entry of Bowen. Mean- 
while an order of reservation became 
effective and Hickey was unable to 
make a filing on the land, 
Afterward the land was restored 
by an executive order and Hickey 
presented his entry by virtue of the 
contest that had been decided in his 
favor. On the same day and same 
hour Bowen, under the act of Febru- 
ary 3, 1911, that awarded to certain 
individuals the right of homestead, 
made an entry claiming the land un- 
der a preference right by reason of 
settlement. 

The general land office holds that, 
after an entry has been regularly 
canceled as the result of a contest, 
the entryman has no interest in the 
land that entitles him to be heard 
with respect to the contestan’’s right 
to entry. The preference right of 
the successful contestant cannot be 
defeated by a claim of adverse set- 
tlement initiated by the entr,man 
subsequent to the conclusion of the 
eontest. Thefe is no merit in the 
claim of Bowen tn the opinion of the 
general land office. ,
